
 

 

COUNTY BOARD OF SUPERVISORS 
 
Courthouse, Clay Center, Nebraska, March 25, 2014 at 8:00 A.M. 
 
The Clay County Board of Supervisors met March 25, 2014 as per public notice given in 
the Clay County News on March 19, 2014 a copy of the proof of publication being on file 
in the County Clerk’s Office.  Availability of the agenda was communicated in the 
advance notice of the meeting.  Chairman Fintel presided with roll call showing the 
following present:  Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Shaw and Fintel; absent:  
Johnson.  Minutes of the meeting held March 18, 2014 were mailed to the board 
members.  All of the proceedings hereafter shown were taken while the convened 
meeting was open to the attendance of the public. 
 
Chairman, Ivan Fintel stated that the open meeting law poster is posted on the west wall 
in the back of the room. 
 
Johnson entered the meeting at 8:03 A.M. 
  
Motion by Johnson and seconded by Nuss to approve the minutes of the meeting held 
March 18, 2014 as mailed.  On roll call, yea:  Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Johnson, 
Shaw, Nuss and Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
There was no Public Input at this time. 
 
Thomas Roemmich II, Highway Superintendent presented the road work report.  Tom 
reported that they were preparing the building site for the motor patrol building in Sutton.  
Tom explained the process for installing stop signs.  The hydraulic studies and surveys 
are underway for the box culvert on Road R and the bridge on Road V.  Motor patrol 
buildings for Harvard and Glenvil were discussed. 
 
Motion by Nuss and seconded by Samuelson to authorize the highway superintendent 
to begin the engineering study for stop sign placement on the intersection of Road 320 
and Road U.  On roll call, yea:  Anderson, Schmidt, Johnson, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson 
and Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Schmidt and seconded by Johnson to advertise for construction of two motor 
patrol buildings; one in Harvard and one in Glenvil.  Bids to be opened May 20, 2014 at 
9:30 A.M.  On roll call, yea:  Schmidt, Johnson, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson and 
Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Anderson and seconded by Schmidt to approve the Highway 
Superintendent’s road work report for the month of March 2014.  On roll call, yea:  
Johnson, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt and Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
Bruce Rumsey, Weed Superintendent reported that the gas company will install the gas 
line for the heater once the frost is out of the ground.  He reported that he had been 
painting and getting things put back in place now that the insulation work is done.  He 
has also been working on equipment.  The deficiencies found during the NIRMA 



 

 

inspection have been taken care of.  Bruce reported on the Twin Valley and RC&D 
meetings he has attended. 
 
Jeff Franklin, County Sheriff could not meet with the board. 
 
Loren Uden, Emergency Management Coordinator reported on meetings and trainings 
he attended.  He has not heard any results from the monitoring visit.  Loren reported 
that he will be working on setting up a permanent EOC at the school.  The national 
weather service presentation will be tomorrow evening at the fairgrounds with KHAS TV 
meteorologist Tim Jones speaking and doing a live broadcast.  Loren submitted names 
for the 9-1-1 committee and the LEPC committee.  The rent on the building in Trumbull 
for the Communications Truck expires next month.  Instead of housing the truck in 
Trumbull, the board discussed using space in the old Harvard motor patrol building once 
the new one is constructed.  
 
Motion by Anderson and seconded by Nuss to approve the re-appointments of the 
following people to the Clay County 9-1-1 Committee:  Barb Barnett, Mark Bailey, Jim 
Fitzgerald and Glen Becker; terms to expire on December 31, 2015.  On roll call, yea:  
Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Johnson and Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Nuss and seconded by Anderson to appoint Shaw Julich to the Clay County 
9-1-1 committee; term to expire December 31, 2014.  On roll call, yea:  Nuss, 
Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Johnson, Shaw and Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Shaw and seconded by Johnson to approve the appointments of the following 
people to the Clay County Local Emergency Planning Committee:  Mark A. Bailey, 
Dawn Caldwell, Jim Fitzgerald, Gary L. Johnson, Janis Johnson, Laurie Sheridan, 
Richard Kloke, Christopher Moore, Jim Morgan, Larry Nuss, Todd Nuss, Jenny Rees, 
Tom Roemmich, Bob Rose, Garry Steele and Loren Uden.  On roll call, yea:  
Samuelson, Schmidt, Johnson, Shaw, Nuss and Fintel; nay:  Anderson.  Motion carried. 
 
Mike Carroll, Custodian reported that the outside lights will be removed on Thursday for 
repair and refinishing.  The schedule for the electrical work and installation of the heat 
tapes and the basement repairs was also discussed.  Sidewalk repairs and paint in the 
Veterans Service/Drivers Exam office were discussed. 
 
Joni Skalka was also present for the discussion of the repair and refinishing of the 
chairs in the courthouse.  Joni asked if the tables in the courtroom and jury room could 
also be refinished.  Joni also had information regarding a new chair for the courtroom.  It 
was decided to restore the wooden chairs, declare the old wooden judges chair as 
surplus and order a new chair.  They also decided to get bids for the restoration of the 
tables and the cost of making pads for the benches in the courtroom and the 
supervisor’s room. 
 
Motion by Schmidt and seconded by Anderson to repair and refinish the old wooden 
chairs throughout the courthouse and to purchase a new chair for the courtroom.  On 
roll call, yea:  Anderson, Schmidt, Johnson, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson and Fintel.  Motion 
carried. 
 



 

 

Motion by Shaw and seconded by Nuss to declare the old Judge’s chair as surplus and 
donate it to the Clay County Historical Society Museum.  On roll call, yea:  Schmidt, 
Johnson, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson and Fintel; abstain:  Anderson.  Motion carried. 
 
Ted Griess, County Attorney was in court and could not meet with the board. 
 
Motion by Nuss and seconded by Shaw to deny General Fund claim #2441 in the 
amount of $87.40.  On roll call, yea:  Johnson, Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson, 
Schmidt and Fintel.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Anderson and seconded by Schmidt to approve the remainder of the claims 
and authorize the County Clerk to issue warrants on the respective funds.  On roll call, 
yea:  Shaw, Nuss, Samuelson, Anderson, Schmidt, Johnson and Fintel.  Motion carried.
